concerning his involvement v?ith Soviet intelligence in 
London, England prior to his arrival in the United States 
during September, 1970. Prior to this discussion, 
was advised by Special Agent JOHN E. MULVANEY of his rights 
as contained in an executed “Interrogation; Advice of 
Rights” form. 


Also discussed was the contents of news articles that 
appeared in the February 9, 1972 issues of the London news¬ 
papers, the “Daily Telegraph” and "Daily Mail", which 
recounted the detaHs.-relating^to SIRAJ ABDOOLCADER 1 s 
involvement withv.an.Soviet-tinte-lLigsn^e-.operation in London 
which was brought to the attention of British authorities 
during September, 1971 by a Soviet defector, OLEG LYALIN. 

Following the above discussion reaffirmed 

that he possessed no information concerning his past in¬ 
volvement with Soviet intelligence in addition to that 
made available by him to the FBI during previous interviews. 
He again steadfastly denied that his motive in cooperating * 
with the Soviets was mercenary in nature.

identical with Yevgeniy (Evgeniy) Petrovich Pitovranov who in 
1964 was a General in KGB. He noted that Pitovranov would now 
be approaching the age of retirement from KGB, but stated the 
position of Acting Chairman of AUCC would represent entirely 
too high a position for a retiring KGB officer to obtain, even 
a KGB officer with the rank of General.

This office is not 
in possession of any direct evidence to support the obser¬ 
vations of |_| it is noted, however, that the comments 

of Goldfinch relative to the use of GNTK for cover positions 
by the KGB is but a reiteration of the data from other Soviet 
defectors over the past ten years and supports this fact. 


It is felt that it would only be logical for the 
KGB to exert influence within GNTK to the extent necessary 
that would enable it (KGB) to carry out its intelligence 
objectives. Of course, this would be dependent upon the 
existing "political climate" within the Soviet government 
at any given time.

Reference is made to communication dated 
July 31, 1972, containing information regarding a visit 
to the United States of the Rector or Dean of the Klaipeda . 
Branch of the Kaunas Polytechnic Institute. This individual, 
whose name could not be recalled by your source was described ' 
as a Lithuanian*, who in 1961-62, visited the United States 
as a representative of the Intelligentsia in a Lithuanian 
delegation. 


Research relative to Soviet groups visiting 
the United States resulted in locating only one group of 
individuals which could be characterized as a Lithuanian 
delegation composed of representatives of the Intelligentsia 
and which visited in the United States near the time recalled 
by the source. Groups meeting these two requirements are 
extremely rare, therefore, while not meeting the source 
information on all fours, further details are being submitted 
as worthy of consideration in achieving a solution to this 
matter. 


The 39th Soviet tourist group to the United States 
consisted originally of 22 individuals who had made visa 
applications and where it was shown that 15 of this group 
were born in Lithuania. Only 12 of these persons, 10 of 
them born in Lithuania, actually arrived in the United States 
on December 15, 1960, to remain until December 29, 1960. 
These individuals are named below:

vessels or any small vessels reported in the vicinity of these 
trawlers be reported to the Bureau so that the Bureau may properly 
analyze and investigate such situations which could be of value 
and aid in detecting either contact with or connection with a,

Chicago believes that a request for information 
of this nature could be handled more readily at a headquarters 
level where all pertinent material would be available for 
research&analysis. investigation in the field which would 
normally develop this type of data is limited under Section 
105G of the Manual of Instruction, and certain programmatic 
approaches in the DESECO area, in that members of trade 
delegations and U.S. firm negotiating teams which visit the 
USSR are normally treated as individuals who travel to the 
Soviet Union, and when they come to our attention, are only 
interviewed when they meet a specific criteria which rarely 
occurs. It would appear to be more desirable to meet with 
responsible leaders of such delegations and especially with 
appropriate officials of U.S. firms conducting negotiations 
with the Soviets both in the U.S. and the USSR so that these 
individuals could be alerted to Bureau interests and made 
sensitive to the subtleties of the KGB operating in various 
Soviet departments. 


In view of the experience of

representatives must become more active in developing contacts 
of the type described above. Further observations and 
recommendations in this regard will be the subject of a 
separate communication.
